Missouri compromise, he (Dixon) gave notice rt 
his in(eu(h>n to offer an amendment, which wonld 
repeal it, acd that, shortly thereafter, Douglas came 
to him and remonstrat'd with him against urging 
bia propu ition, as it would violate the tom prom ire 
of 1850. Again in a short time, according to Dix- 
on’s et itement , Douglas called upon him acd an- 
nonreed that he had been converted by Ida own 
didnterested patriotic reflection, and thathe wonld 
make another report, room mending the repeal. 
Dixon was highly delighted, became convinced 
that Dunglas waa a high minded, magnanimous 
patriot, and immediately, with a generous impulse 
of admiration, pledged eternal fealty to him. 

It seems that Dixon took the word rt Donglaa for 
his own disinterested purity, without waiting to 
ascertain bow the conversion had been so suddenly 
brought ahont. O’her people are not so rrednkmr. 
The inquiry sti'l remains, how waa that conversion 
effected?

T# 
magoifv his own merit in effecting the repeal rt the 
MisKturi compromite, be suffered it to leak oot, 
how, by threat and promise, he managed Donglaa. 
This in substance was, according »o oar recoil, ctiuo, 
that, after reminding him that the South had al- 
ways carried its nominee in the Democrat ic con- 
ventions, he told him that tba Southern members 
Nad resolved to press the repeal acd to make tb* 
moaMire a test with tbeir Northern friends. Wa 
have not been able to obtain sight of the fuU speech 
to ven.V our recollection, and therefore dj not claim 
credence for entire accuracy from any one. It may 
have lieen said by Atchison in a speech on some 
o' her occario’' » cd ot ly verbally reported; audit 
may h ive been » mere oral report of what be had 
lieen heard to say >° private conversation; and we 
tnav have corfoutto ad the two together. But we 
sre'wi!ling to let all l\«t PM* »» though Atchison 
never del say anything o’" th# sort either ia public 
or prirate, and to rest tba v’hole upon the intrinsic 
probability that soch a threat' ** that rt Southern 
di -pleasure and just fuch a bribe ** ibe promise of 
Syul hern support lor the nnminatbX> nf Douglas to 
ths Presidency were tha convincirg arguments eo 
successfully used by Atchison in eff.cti V Hie sud- 
den conversion. 

The Missouri compromise was au old p» Ltical 
theme, with all tbe bearings of which Douglas .'**• 
familiar. Ha bad rccentiy had the subject uadeT 
bit serious and no doubt anxioas consideration. 
The particular notice teken rt it in his report 
proves that tha Southern members of his conuni'foe 
must bare earnestly pressed it upon his attention. 

It is not at all probable that a man lik* Atchison, 
so little able to rope with Dooglas in any mode rt 
argument, could hive adduced any legitimate rea- 
sons of sufficient force to change the opinion of 
Douglas upon so old and familiar a subject. But, 
though not of the calibre of mind to do this, still 
Atchison is a man of gtert personal address and 
efiuhnry in carrying through his measures. In il- 
lustration of this, we might refer to an accredited 
rumor of the day as to the manper in which he 
and two other Southern Sinatora bullied President 
Pierce into tbe support of tba repeal. But let that 
also pass. We again place the matter exclusively 
upon intrinsic probabilities apart from all direct 
proof, and ask bow did such a man as Atchison ac- 
complish the sudden conversion of Donglaa? That 
he was tbe maa who did accomplish it, there ia no 
doubt. We have his uucontradicted public stale 
ment in full proof. When he first met Douglas, the 
latter was still un-onverted. Jle required a day to 
deli’ierate upon the reasons er mdlm urged by At- 
chison. The reasons or motives prevailed. A'chi- 
toa was the ntan wbo did the work of conversion. 
Atcbi'on well knew the inordinate ambition rt 
Douglas, bis eager pursuit rt the Presidency, and 
was tbe very man unscrupulously to operate upon 
soch feelings. Let then every man judge for him- 
self ss to ihe efficient means of tbe sadden conver- 
sion. Were they original, broad, statesmanlike ar- 
gument.!, discovered for the first time by Atchiwo 
after the subject had heen worn threadbare by the 
abTst men in the ration? Or were they mnflrte 
purely of a personal character, addreaced to the 
ever “itching" ambition in tbe way rt alternate 
threats and promises? 

In other words, instead rt tbe disinterested, mag- 
nanimous, enlightened patriot which the sudden 
conversion made him appear to Dixon, should not 
that sudden conversion, ss now shown, cause him 
to he viewed as an interested trafficker in matter* 
of the highest national concern, who told himself 
and betrayed his constituents, from the fear rt 
S’u'hcrn frowns and the promise , or at Ihe very 
least tbe hu/us, of Southern smilet? 

The New York Courier and Inquirer, remarking 
upon the statement ot Senator Atchison, as given 
in the Norfolk Argus, says:

— R alph Waldo Emerson 
in a recent agri< ultur.il address having said that 
’'aature drops a pine cone in Maripifa, and it grows 
throe or four centuries, producing trees thirty feet 
in circumference," the Boston Courier correct* hiot 
by asserting that nature dues oot drop pine cones lo 
grow. On tile contrary, nature has fastened few 
things more strongly than ibe cone of the pice spruce 
or larch io the branch oa which it ripens, and it it 
t hus held fast until the ft net at d dry ing winds of 
winter unreal its scales — ths wiogad Leeds then liy 
out, and there produce the tre* .. Tbe Courier like- 
wise explains tbe old notion that, when a pine wood 
it cut away, au oak forest succeed! it, and to rice 
reran. The former is utuafiy true. It cause in every 
ptoe wood may be fen id a great many oaks dwarfed 
by its shade and kept dorni«nt or stationary. But 
the very moment the over-topping pines are remov- 
ed, the son and light bring forward the oak* to take 
their place, and the piaes disappear. Cat down an 
oak wood and a new growth *|iringa up from the 
stamp*, though here and there a pine seed, if any 
old trees are near, borne on its whirling wing by the 
northwest gale, may fall in some open spot and spring 
op with the oak*. A pretty tine grove often springs [ 
up in t ome old field or pisturc which lies adjacent lo ' 
some old trees. There, bolding f**t to tbeir cones, I 
scatter tbeir seeds over the green sward year after 
year, until the earth ii overshadowed by the young 
growth. If A Cline were cut off and cist upon the ! 
damp grass its scales would never open, and the 1 
seed would rot nnscattcred aod unfruitful. By na- 
ture, a p : ne rone rarely or never fall*, until it ii a 
tarr, eulir« ly o|*?n, dry and leedli*.*, and lo make 
wav for Mill* quant growth. Eu-h cone contain.*, 
probably, a hundred perfect reeds, which hy nature's 
method are acittered broadcast.
